CARLOS  DOUGLAS  ROMBOUGH 

There  passed  peacefully  away  on 
May  9,  1957,  at  his  home  in  "Weston, 
after  several  months  illness,  Carlos 
Douglas  Rombough,  in  his  80th 
year,  the  only  son  of  the  late  John 
George  Rombough  and  his  wife 
Lucinda  S.  Card,  of  Enterprise, 
both  descendants  of  United  Empire 
.Loyalists  of  that  district — the  Rom- 
boughs  and  Cards  being  the  first 
settlers  of  Camden  Township.  It 
was  here  that  the  late  Mr.  Rom- 
bough spent  his  early  years  and 
attended  school,  later  going  to  Win- 
nipeg, Man.,  "Vancouver,  B.C.,  and 
other  western  towns.  In  1912  'he 
settled  in  Toronto  where  he  was 
engaged  in  the  building  and  con- 
tracting business.  For  the  past 
29  years  he  has  resided  in  "Weston. 

He  is  survived  'by  his  wife,  the
